LOST HER ENTHUSIASM, 


“T heard of several interesting occur- 
rences during my trip through Alaska,” 
said a clergyman. "Few of them are 
likely to be reported to the authorities 
and all of them are worth reading. 

‘One of the public school teachers— 
you know there are about’ twenty 
schools in the Territory—told me a 
story of persistent discouragement 
which I think can’t be beaten. She re- 
ported to a little town, Thlingket, in 
the last of August, full of enthusiasm. 
She arranged to open school the first 
Monday in September, but before it 
was timé to, ring the bell the village 
was deserted. A grand feast and ‘pot- 
latch’ wis to be given at Dundas Bay. 
This occupied the prospective pupils a 
week. Then their favorite berry, the 
nagoon berry, was to be gathered in 
seal-oil for winter use. 

“When the 18th of the month came 
the poor woman opened her school with 
five pupils, The class grew to 35, when 
the nagoon berry was finally out of tne 
way, but the first of December brought 
the winter feasting and dancing aud 
emptied the school for three months 
One day ‘he local preacher saw half 
a dozen cnildrén sailing toy boats. He 
exhausted all his persuasive powers to 
get them to go to school. They couldn't 
understand him at all. But when he 
went away they called after him in 
very good English, ‘We go to school all 
the time.” However, I must say to the 
credit of the little girls, that they go to 
school regularly. 

“But the missionaries -have the most 
interesting problems to meet. They 
have to preach, most of them, to peo- 
ple of more than six nationalities— 
Hydahs, Thlingets, Tsimpsheans, Nor- 
wegians, Englishmen, and Chinamen 
and occasionally Italians. One man 
has taken his wife to Point Barrow and 
the two maintain there what I think 
is the remotest and lonellest mission on 
the globe. : 

“Two missioraries organized a tem- 
perance organization jn /Kotzebue—you 
know drink is thought to be the great- 
est evil-that can come to an Tndian. 
When they had worked for awhile they 
found that intoxicating liquor was only 
half the difficulty. So now their pledge 
reads, ‘tobacco, strong drink,-and pad 
language.’ ”’

Flower Seeds Distributed by 


A. V. I..8. 


The Andover Villaye Improvement 
society this week! distributed over two 
thousand packages of flower seeds tg.the 
school children at the nominal sum. of 
one cent a package. This amount was 
not intended to pay for the cost of the 
seeds as that will amount to much more 
than the sum which will be received, 
not counting the labor of the members 
of the society, but to make more of an 
impression of value ou the minds of the 
children than would a gift. 

The seeds are of the more common 
garden variety and Andover should “blos- 
som like the rose’ this summer. 

Following are directions for planting 
the seeds: rs 


Four-o’clocks, Morning Glories and 
Nastartium seeds should be planted. in 
the garden, as they dq not bear trans- 
planting well. 

How To Make a Window Box for Flowers 


Any box six or eight inches deep 
which you.can fasten to the window will 
answer, but it is best to have one as 
long..as. the window is-wide,-six-or-cight 
inches deep and twelve or fifteen inches 


~—-wide: 


Fill with fine, rich soil and fasten 
firmly to the sunniest window. 

Such boxes may be placed ona fence 
instead of near the window. 

Plant Morning -Glories on —the.. side 
nearest the house, training them up- 
wards on strings. Climbing Nasturtiums 
should be planted near the outside, so 
they can hang down over the box. In 
the middle of the box plant ‘Calliopsis, 
Zinnias, Marigolds, Petunias or Verbenas. 
Thin out the plants so that they are 
four or five inches. apart. Do not for- 
get to water every day, as they dryout 
very quickly. 

Where To Make Your Flower Beds 


Select the sunniest part of your yard, 
but avoid.a place where the drippings 
from the roof will fall on the bed. Best 
effects are produced by planting all of 
one variety in one-place. : 


How -To Prepare the Soil 


Dig up the flower bed “as early in 
April as possible. Dig deep—a_-full foot. 
Some rich earth, well rotted manure or 
leaf. mold from..the..woeds...cbag..in, will 
give you better flowers. Rake the bed 
every few days so as to break up all the 
lumps on the surface, or rub the soil. be- 
“tween your hands so as to: make it fine 
on the surface. 


How To Plant the Seeds 


See directions on the Séed Packet. 
How To Water 


Until the seeds are well up, the soil 
must be kept moist by sprinkling, every 
day if necessary. Watch that the soil 


does not get dry, for 1f it does the litte” 


plants will dry up and die. When the 
plants are two or three inches high a good 
thorough watering every few days is 
better than sprinkling every day. Water 
only in the-morning and evening. 


How To Thin Out the Plants in Your 
Flower Bed 


If crowded the plants will not do well, 
When the plants are two or three inches 
high pull up enough of the plants to 
leave each plant plenty of room. (See 
seed packet.) Do this on a cloudy day 
when the soil is moist. The plants you 
pull up can be planted in another bed or 
given to some friend, 

An old kitchen fork or small, flat, thin 
stick can be used in transplanting the 
small plants, taking up a little soil with 
each plant. 


Why You Should Pick Your Flowers 
Every Day 


The plants will flower longer if not 
allowed to go to: seed. If you wish to 
have seeds allow only a few flowers to 
remain. The more you ‘pick the more 
you will have. 

Your reems will look prettier and 
brighter if you put fresh flowers in them 
every day or two. 

You may know of some one who is 
sick who would enjoy some .of your 
tlowers. 


Things To Remember 


Dig deep and make the soil fine on 
the surface. ; 
Keep pulling out the weeds all summer. 
Sprinkle the seeds every day. 
Then water the bed thoroughly every 
few days during the whole summer. 
Pick your flowers every day. 
Keep your garden neat. 
Flowers require attention all summer. 
By attending to these things you will 
have flowers all summer, as well as to 
show 1n October.

Mr. Bennett was on the stand during 
the’. whole of this morning‘s session 
and was plied with questions by Coun- 
sel Moulton as to what in his opinion 
the land is worth per foot and what 
it is worth for purposes for which it 
can be used: Mr. Bennett said the land 
boarders on Commercial street and is 
of much value on account of its easy 
access. The first question that was 
asked of Mr. Bennett, when he took 
the stand yesterday morning, was if 
he was the same Bennett that recently 
figured in a Boston. case, and Mr.

Big Strike at the Washington. 


The weavers of the Washington mills 
plant of ‘the American Woolen com- 
pany went out on strike Tuesday morn- 
ing. The strikers claim that practically 
all of the 800 weavers are out, and at 
the mill it was learned that only 40 or 
50 weavers remained at “work. ; 

While the strike affects the Ameri- 
can Woolen company, against which 
strikes are in progress in several other 
New England cities on the two loom 
issue, the local strike is the result of 
the refusal of the mill management ‘to 
grant the demand of the German weav- 
ers of the mill for an advance of 20 
per cent. and the abolition of the pre- 
mium system.’ The fight against the 
two loom system is not yet an issue in 
the local situation, but the Olneyville 
and Providence strike leaders who 
have been in Lawrence for several 
weeks urging the Washington weavers 
to strike against the two loom system 
appear to be satisfied since they have 
got the weavers out. They say that 
the issue is immaterial so long as the 


weavers remain: out,the~ main~ object: 


being to cripple the American Woolen 
company in every way possible. The 
strike leaders stated today. that ac- 
cording to their figures the strike at 
the Washington has brought the total 
number of idle:loomhs of the American 
Woolen company up to 4300. They de- 
clare that the strike will soon spread to 
Lowell and Maynard and that the pros- 
pect of a complete victory is_extreme- 
ly bright. 

It is estimated by the strikers that 
the weavers are, 10.days ahead of-the 
burlers ‘in their work and that there- 
fore the plant can be run two weeks 
longer. without.much inconvenience on 
account of the strike. They say they 
are prepared to remain out all summer 


“it necessarv” and claim “to~ be confident 


that they will win in the end, 

No move .on the part of ‘the mill man- 
agement is expected at present. There 
is much speculation as to what that 
move will be when it does come. If 
the weavers. remain out long enough 
the American Woolen company may be 
forced to shut down the entire plant, 
that the strike may be settled before 
that thés trike can be. settled before 
such action is taken! The merchants 
are already dismayed by the strike of 
the weavers and-realize that the-shut- 
ting down of a plant which employs 
nearly 6000 hands will greatly affect 
the local trade. The spring trade has 


hardly begun here yet and the dealers |. 


were counting. on good _ business. in- 


May and-June, thence they feel keenly 
the action of the weavers in. striking. 

The strike took place just after speed 
was’ started at 630 in the morning. 
Some 60 weavers left. t#feir looms and 
they were soon followed by other large 
groups until about 750 had come out. 


+“Sargeant -Keleher>and—a- squad of -10- 


policemen were on duty at the mill gate 
and kept the strikers moving. The op- 
eratives marched up and down Canal 
street in the vicinity of the mill until 


“nearly all the weavers had come out. 


Then they proceeded to Music hall on 
Common_street where a mass meeting 
was held. The hall was completely 
filled and much enthusiasm was shown 
by the strikers. Addresses were made 


__ | Lby.several of the local leaders.and then 


Thomas Powers of thé Providence 
strikers’ executive committee made a 
speech in which he.expressed satisfac- 
tion over the stand taken by the weav- 
ers and urged them to remain firm to 
the end, assuring them of success. 


LAST NIGHT’S MEETING. 


The refusal of the mill) management 
to grant the request of the German 
weavers for an advance was mace 
known to the Germans at a meeting 
held.in.Central hall Monday night, The 
committee which had the conference 
with Treasurer William M. Wood of the 
American Woolen company and Agent 
Ingram of the Washington mill report- 
ed that the officials had stated that it 
would be impossible to grant an in- 
crease of 20 per cent. ; 

The reply of Mr; Wood was the com- 
mittee said, that the company very 
much regretted that it could not see 
its way to accede to the request to alter 
its present rate and method of. pay- 
ments of wages, preferring to close the 
Washington mills than to make any 
change at this time, excepting that for 
lost time through holidays, breakdowns 
and high water allowances a premium 
will be paid in proportion to the actual 
time worked. 

A. general discussion followed the re- 
port of the committee... Some favored 
holding @ general mass. meeting Wed- 
nesday night, to, which the weavers of 
all nationalities should be tnvited, while 
others were opposed to this. Finally 
the meeting adjourned without definite 
action being taken. 

After the meeting a group gathered, 
and.a majority of these, on a show of 
hands, favored remaining out this 


morning.

The Washington mill 
run Wednesday as if 
no _ strike in progress, 
of course, very few 
1500 looms were in ~ operation; 
and according to the statement of 
Treasurer Wood of the American Wool- 
en company, the mill will continue to 
run for the present, giving weavers 
who desire to return to their ieoms an 
opportunity to do so, 

A former member of the Central La- 
bor union, not now connected with any 
labor organization here, who is never- 
theless in close touch with the situa- 
tion and who is at liberty to express 
his views, said this morning that the 
Washington mill weavers cannot win 
this strike because they have no just 
grievance, no organization to amount 
to anything and practically no support 
from the other operatives. He de- 
clared that the strike had been started 
by a few against the better judgment 
of the majority, and that but for the 
agitation of the leaders of the strike in 
Olneyville and Providence against the 
two loom system it would not have 
taken place. The two-loom fight is not 
an issue here, he said, and it is a ques- 
tion whether the premium system is 
not better for the weavers than the 
proposed increase would be. 

At the mill this noon it was stated 
that several more looms were started 
up this morning. 


TREASURER WOOD'S STATEMENT. 


Upon his arrival at his home in An- 
dover Tuesday night Treasurer Wood, 
after visiting several of the mills of the 
company during the day, said that he 
knew nothing whatever regarding the 
rumored offer of Sénator Marcus A, 
Hanna's service as arbitrator to the 
strike leaders at Providence. 

He said: ‘I feel very well satisfied 
with the gain the company has made 
in Olneyville, and I am _ debating 
whether or not to publish periodically 
the company’s gain in looms. There 
is a gain every time the gates open, 
and the management is satisfied, ‘so 
far as Olneyville and the _ two-loom 
issue are concerned, that the strike is 
practically broken. The Washington 
mills issue is hot a two-loom issue at 
all, although it runs all its looms, two 
looms to a“weaver. The weavers do 
not object to two looms at the Wash- 
ington mills; on the contrary they 
prefer it. They demand the abolition 
of the premium, which is a bonus in 
addition to the regular sehedule, and 
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which: is intended as an incentive for 
greater production, 

“Apparently the weavers wish to se- 
cure their” extra allowance without 
the effort of earning it and in its place 
the effort of earning it. and in its 
they demand 20 per cent increase to 
the present schedule.” oe : 

Mr. Wood further sald that as far 
as he could learn through public opin- 
ion in Lawrence, and from his know- 
ledge, the Washington mills weavers 
have not the first leg to stand on, or 
any reasonable excuse for precipitating 
a strike. He said they have been ex- 
ceptionally favored both as to steady 
work and good wages, and the greater 
portion of them will-admit it, 

Continuins.. he said: ‘‘There is ab- 
solutely nothing forthem to gain by 
being out on this strike. . We are pay- 
ing the highest wages of any textile 
mills’ in the Merrimack valley, par- 
ticularly in this region. The company 
will, as they always have done, try to 
maintain the highest wages compatible 
with the conditions of the business. 
The stand they have taken will be 
‘firmly adhered. to.. The company —has 
stated it will not change its rate and 
method- of payment of wages at this 
time. If the help are wise they will 
return to: work and save, themselves 
and the community at large much dis- 
tress and idleness. It would be inter- 
esting if the operatives in the mills out- 
side of the American Woolen company 


plainly seen 
the most generously. The American 
Woolen company, unsolicited, have 
raised their wages, and this action has 
not been followed by the outside mills. 
Weavers in Olneyville formerly in our 
employ now: presumably on strike, have 
obtained-work-at- these outside -milis-at 
reduced wages, running, two, looms, 
showing very distinctly that if there 
were any principles involved they have 
been abandoned. 

“Intelligent inquiry. among the best 
weavers in Olneyville will show that 
they not only’ do net object to two-loom 
work, but prefer it, and strange as it 
may seem, many of those who have re- 
turned to us have entreated us to ex-

EASE OF EARLY MARRIAGEE. 


There is a general opinion that peo- 
ple marry later in life now than they 
did a generation ago. It is said that 
‘young mén must amass a fortune first, 
wait until the girl has taken her de- 
gree at some woman's college, or some- 
thing of that kind. But from statistics 
which have been collected in England 
and have just been compiled and.made 
public it would seem that this not so, 
at least, ag. regards that country, and 
the conditions there are fully as un- 
favorable-_to— early--marriage—as- they 
are in the United States. PQ 

It would seem as if marrying’ and 
giving in marriage has gone on and 
will go,on-in-the same old-way until 
time shall be no more. According to 
the statistics in 1858 the average bach- 
elor married when he was 26.19 years 
old, the average spinster at 25.03, the 
average widower at 41.87 and the av- 
erage widow at 39.02. In 1899, the last 
year for which the statistics have been 
completed’ the average bachelor mar- 
ried at 26.25 and the average spinster 
at 27.32. From 1858 until 1874 the 
marrying age rose somewhat; then, 
with an increase in the number of mar- 
riages, younger people were found to 
be contracting alliances. 

Again in 1885 a change was noticed. 
There were fewer weddings, and those 
who did marry were a trifle older. The 
1885 average is practically that of 1899, 
Statistics are coldblooded deficient 
in humanity, and we would have to go 
a long way before coming across a 
bridgegroom of exactly 26.65 years or a 
bride of 27.32 to the minute, One fes- 
tive old man, who’ marries at the age 
of 90 and a young lady of 15, who 
qualifies as chaperon for her maiden 
aunts, exercises an effect upon the 
average which it takes a score of nor- 
mal people to rectify. 

It is possible, and probable, that 
worldly wisdom and prudence are in- 
ducing a large number of people to 
defer a day of their marriage to an 
age beyond what was thought the 
proper one a generation ago. But, on 
the other hand, there is another crowd 
rushing into early marriages, influenc- 
eda by the hurry of the age and the ad- 
vantages which facilities for locomo- 
tion now give to those who wish to 
evade forbidders of .bans, obstinate 
parents, meddlesome relatives and 
what not. It is so easy for a loving 
and youthful couple to take the ferry 
to Hoboken end get “spliced” by a jus- 
tice of the peaees And every town and 
city has its convenient Hoboken. To 
get to Gretna Green used to be a long, 
expensive and somewhat dangerous op- 
eration. Now a ticket on the ferry boat 
or the trolley car, with a couple of dol- 
lars for the camplaisant minister or 
the businesslike justice, is all that is 
needed for a start in matrimonial life. 
If the marriage laws are strict in one 
communuity they are sure to be lax in 
a community near by.

The Legislature. 7 


BOSTON, April 22—The senate kill- 
ed the Reed bill for a 2-ct.-a-mile rate 
on steam railroads in thé state. Sen. 
Fitzgerald tried to secure a roll eall 
and failed, but he says he will, move 
for reconsideration today. 

The afternoon in the house was made 
memorable by the opening of the de- 
bate on the Luce election law bill. No 


tinues today. : 

In opening, the house ordered the bill 
to a third reading, without debate. This 
was a surprise to Luce himself, and he 
asked that a debate be had. His re- 
quest was granted. 

Luce spoke in favor of the bill, which, 
he said, was in the interest of purity in 
politics. He suggested that any amend- 
ments to the bill should be made in 
the upper branch of the legislature and 
the bill could then be put in good shape 
again by a committee on conference. 

The direct nomination system has 
been practically in vogue.in two Bris- 
tol county representative districts and 
h&s been found to work well, said. Mr. 
Luce. The small ends of these districts 
have been given a_ better chance 
against the. heavy voting sections of 
the districts, 

In answer to questions by Bingham 
of Marlboro, Luce said a man tight be 
enrolled as a Democrat or Republican 
at the municipal caucuses and as a 
member of the opposite political party 
at a state caucus. Luce said this.bill 
would not affect the secrecy of voting 
on election days, but only on nominat- 
ing days, when a man should haye no 
right to take part in nominating the 
candidates of a party not his own, 

From observation he discovered that 
caucus scandals are increasing from 
year to year and are greater than those 
of election, day. He marvelled that 
there was not more fraud in some of 
the larger wards. 

For almost an hour Luce answered 
question on the bill. Homans of Bos- 
ton offered an‘ amendment and Keenan 
of Boston attacked the whole bill vig- 
orously. The house adjourned with the 
debate still on. 


In the house these committee reports 
were received: Harbors and_ public 
lands, reference to the next general 
court in the petition for the repeal of 
th charter of the Boston, Cape Cod & 
New York Canal Co., Jackson of Lynn 
dissents; public service, no legislation 
necessary On so much of the annual re- 
port of the harbor and land commis- 
sioners as relates to the salaries of the 
commissioners; cities, a bill on petition 
of mayor of Newton for the reorgani- 
zation of the present board of asses- 
sors. The bill provides that the term 
of the present board shall end on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1903; that the board shall 
thereafter consist of such number of 
‘persons as the board of aldermen shall 
determine; that the terms of office 
shall also be fixed -by the board of al- 
dermen, but that they shall not exceed 
three years. The conimittee on public 
charitable institutions reported a re- 
solve appropriating $24,100 for im- 


provements at the Lyman industrial 
school.

Co. to act as a common 
carrier; to extend the corporate pow- 
ers of the Stoughton and Randolph 
St. Ry. Co.; to authorize-the American 
Woolen~€o,-toerect poles and wires 
and furnish electric light in Maynard. 

The Buzzards Bay menhaden fishing 
bill was put over until tomorrow, ‘on 
motion of Sen. Nye of the Cape, 

The 2-ct.-a-mile bill was opposed by 
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Sen. Blodgett of Worcester, and favor- 
ed by Sen. Bliss of Hampshire, who re- 
minded the senate that it had to spend 
as-much-for postage stamps by the doz- 
en as for-a single one: . 

By a vote of 3 to 16 the bill was re- 
jected Sens, W. T. A, Fitzgerald, J. A. 
Sullivan and Bliss alone Voting in its 
favor. A roll-call was refused. 

A bill to authorize the Boston Stor- 
age Warehouse Co, and one to provide 
that moderators of town meetings may 
be elected for one year terms, were en- 
grossed. 


PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 


BOSTON, April 283—Twice yesterday 
the house bill for primary elections 
came near falling by the wayside, once 
when a direct motion was made that 
it be referred to the next general court. 
Each time it wag saved, and the house 
closed its day as it began it, with the 
bill under discussion. 

It will be taken up again today, 
when it is hoped a vote will be reached. 
The debate was made notable also be- 
cause of the parliamentary fact that 
for the first time in 20 years the house 
went fnto a committee of the whole to 
discuss it, 

The Luce primary election bill was 
taken up at 11 a. m. 

Sleeper of Winthrop moyed to amend 
by making the bill apply only to-dis- 
tricts Wholly within some-on city or 
town. ‘ ’ 

uilpatric of. Boston, opposed the bill, 
which, he said, would complicate too 
much the present complicated-election 
laws. ‘ 

Luce said the extra expense to Bos- 
ton would be only $20,000 per year, or 
a total of $28,000 per year. Gilpatric 
said this was more than Boston could 
afford. : 

Ward of Buckland spoke in favor 
of his amendment, that the Dill shall 
not apply. to the nomination of con- 
gressmen. He thdught the bil! should 
first be tried in the cities before being 
forced on the small communities. 

Luce moved that the house go into 
a committee of the whole. He said 
much time could be saved by this, as 
he would offer a series of resolutions 
by which it could be learned how far 
the house desired to go in applying the 
principle of direct nominations. 

The motion prevailed, and Newton of 
Everett, who was temporarily presid- 
ing, called Hayes of Lowell to the 
chair. 

Luce then introduced a resolve that 
all city officials be nominated directly 
by the people. 

Draper of Boston moved to amend by 
excepting the school committee and 
McNary said he was willing to favor 
this, The motion-was carried. 

Hayes reported for the committee 
and the report was akcepted. Speaker 
Myers refused to listen to Mr. Nightin- 
gale of Fall River, who wished to 
doubt the vote accepting the report. 
He declared the hpuse adjourned until 
2 o'clock. 

After recess Keenan of Boston moved 
that the Luce primary election bill be 
recommitted to the committee on elec- 
tion laws, in order that some of the 
amendments proposed might be consi(- 
ered by the committee. ,, 

This was lost by a vote of 17 to ‘S». 

Dean of Brookline then moved that 
the bill be taken up section after sec- 
tion. This was carried by a/vote of 
83 to 45, without debate. 

Hayes moved to refer it.to the m xt 
general court. Quinn defended*the hill 
and recounted some of his Boston ex- 
periences. McNary also commended it. 

Dana, Newton, questioned the con- 
stitutionality of the bill. The members 
began commending the bill till adjourn- 
ment.
